Jacques Mederic Disclosed to Have 


Taken Poison When Caught 


by Nazis. 
ALGIERS, May 20 (AP). 
Jacques Mederic, underground 


leader and member of the French 


Consultative Assembly, killed him- 
self to avoid disclosures when he 
was arrested by the Germans in 
Paris last April, friends disclosed 
today. 

Mederic came to Algiers last Oc- 
tober for the assembly’s opening, 
then returned to France in March 
to continue direction of 


French resistance movement. He 


swallowed poison, which he always 
carried with him, when he was 
arrested, and died within five 
minutes, it was reported.

HEAT WAVE IN THE CHANNEL 


‘Temperature Reaches 81; Sky 
| Clears After Shower. 
| DOVER, England, May 29 (AP).

NEAR. VALMONTONE, Italy, 
May 29.—The beachhead forces 
pushing north toward Rome are 
making progress slowly today, but 
for three days another Fifth Army 
thrust to the northeast has en- 
countered such strenuous resis- 
tance that the Allies thus far have 
been unable effectively to block 
the enemy’s escape routes from 
Central Italy. 

The Germans are fighting furi- 
ously to keep highway 6 (the Via 
Casilina) open north of Frosinone 
and have hurried reinforcements 
{into the area between Valmontone 
and the sea to prevent any at- 
tempt to seal off Nazi troops atill 
holding out in the mountain 
masses farther southeast. 

After pounding the town and 
Highway 6, which runs through 
it, with heavy artillery fire, our 
infantry and tanks are creeping 
up on the outskirts of Valmon- 
tone today, but the effort has 
been costly. The 
launched such a vicious counter- 
attack, supported by big guns, that 
for a while American forces were 
in danger of being pushed out of 
Artena on the slopes of the Vol- 
scian Mountains overlooking Val- 


montone.

extricate himself with fair econ- 
omy over Highway 82 to Avezzano 
and the intermediate routes north- 
ward, which he must have im- 
proved by now. 

The very fact that the Germans 
seemed to have thinned their de- 
-fenses on the northwest perimiter 
of the beachhead, and reinforced 
them before Highway 6, indicates 
strongly that this is what they 
are trying to do while still mak- 
ing it as expensive as possible 
for us to reach Rome. 

In one way the Germans’ stub- 
born stand around Valmontone 
seems to be in angry reprisal for 
the licking they took three or 
four days ago in trying to pull 
out of Cori. The winding road be- 
tween Cori and Artena is posi- 
tively littered on both sides with 
wreckage of German vehicles. 
guns, tanks, ammunition and 
clothing. In a small but satisfy- 
ing way the scene is reminiscent 
of the last days of Tunisia. 


As we drove toward Artena sev- 
eral grinning G. L's passed us 
either aboard resurrected, sputter- 
ing German motorcycles or driv- 
ing captured automobiles. 


A spot on the outskirts of Ar- 
tena yielded a picture of the grim- 
ness of the recent battle.

BOOSTING VETERANS’ BENEFITS

WASHINGTON, May 29 (AP).— 
Two measures increasing compen- 
sation of disabled veterans of both 
World Wars were signed today by 
President Roosevelt. 

One boosts by 15 per cent bene- 
fits to veterans with service-con- 
nected disabilities, and to their de- 
/pendents as well. The other raises 


from $40 to $50 the monthly com-| 


pensation of permanently and to- 
tally disabled veterans whose de- 
| bilities are not service-connected, 
and raises from $40 to $60 the 
'benefits.to such veterans who have 
received compensation for 10 years 
or more or who hav@ reached 65 
years of age. 

Roosevelt also signed a bill mak- 
ing military and naval personnel 
receiving retired pay eligible for 
‘pensions. Under its terms these 
officers would be placed on pen-

over Austria, precipitating great 
sky battles.

Night Blow by R. A, F. 

The two-way daylight assault 
capped a night in which the Roy- 
al Air Force kept the air offen- 
sive rolling unchecked by assaults 
on the northwestern French rail- 
road center of Angers, the Ger- 
man chemical city of Ludwig- 
shafen and other targets on the 
French coast. 

The R. A, F. operations last 
night, which also included mine- 
laying in enemy waters, cost one 
British plane. 

The railway center at Angers— 
a new objective—was the main 
target of the British night bomb- 
ers. The attack was reported 
heavy, although the Air Ministry 
indicated the force was not un- 
usually large. 

Since dawn Saturday, exclusive 
of last night’s British attack, 
and today’s widespread operations, 
about 14,500 tons of bombs have 
been loosed by Allied planes on 
countless continental objectives by 
same 12,000 aerial sorties (individ- 
ual plane flights) flown from 
both Britain and Italy. 

This tempest of fire and steel 
saw the greatest American aerial 
force ever sent On a single mis- 
sion—about 2200 bombers and 
fighters—smash at synthetic oil 
plants and other installations in 
central and western Germany 
Sunday. 

The American raiders delivered 
the major, but not the only, blows 
of the heaviest single day in the 
western European air war. In all, 
more than 6000 planes roared out 
rom British bases and rained 
more than 8500 tons of bombs on

Every worker in the United States, whether 
affiliated with the CIO, the AFL, an independent 
union or no union, should read thoughtfully the 
‘blunt statement on wartime strikes just issued 
by R. J. Thomas, president of the CIO United 
Automobile Workers, 

It is a statement to be reprinted in every union 
journal and posted in every local meeting hall, 
to be pasted in the hat, worn over the heart and 
impressed upon the conscience of every working 
man and woman in the country. 

This statement, published in the news columns 
of the Sunday Post-Dispatch, we consider to be 
so important that we reprint it in full on this 
page today. 

As head of the country’s largest labor organiza- 
tion, the UAW, Mr. Thomas is necessarily con- 
cerned with the welfare of its members and the 
fate of unionism. As a loyal American, he is no

when he speaks in measured and solemn warning 
on the menace of wartime strikes, when he tells 
his membership that their union cannot survive 
unless the wildcat work stoppages are halted, he

The St. Louis region has been plagued with a 
wave of these unauthorized and senseless strikes. 
More than 16,000 tons of steel for naval landing 
craft were lost by a strike at the Granite City 
Steel Co. A half-day’s production of the area’s 
major war plants wags lost by a strike of Union 
Electric Co. workerg. Two days’ output of high- 
octane gasoline for fighting planes and invasion 
craft was lost by a strike of Socony-Vacuum 
Oil Co. workers. 

Such irresponsible actions as these, each the 
climax of a dispute over a minor point, are the 
sort that stir public opinion to boiling tempera- 
ture. They, arouse fighting men in the war zones 
to absolute fury when the news reaches them. It is 
not surprising that these men feel they are being 
let down by the home front, and that they 
threaten to “clean up the mess” when they return 
home after the war. 

The majority of workers, as Mr. Thomas points 
out, have stayed on the job. But the work of the 
irresponsible hot-head minority will overshadow 
the loyalty of the others if this epidemic con- 
tinues. Surely it is the duty of ‘the responsible 
workers to exert every means to restrain the 
handful of outlaws who do the damage. 

Every enemy of labor in the land is getting 
ammunition free of charge these days for his 
bombardments. The ammunition is being handed 
over by the very workers against whose security 
and legal rights it will be used. 

Was there ever a more stupid course followed 
by any body of workers? If patriotism is not 
enough to convince these misguided men that 
they must continue the uninterrupted produc- 
tion of steel, gasoline and other war essentials, 
no matter what their grievances, then self-inter- 
est would appear to be a decisive argument. But 
even this has not deterred the wildcat strikers. 
With the same weapon, they are stabbing soldiers 
in the back and cutting their own throats. 

Will the stand of responsible union leadership, 
and of a unanimous public opinion, deter them in 
the future? Their fate, the fate of their unions 
and their privileges, is in these men’s own hands.

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Democracy at the Monetary Parley 

For the world monetary conference which Pres- 
ident Roosevelt has called for July, at least two 
consummations afe devoutly to be wished.

The Court Plan Functions 


In filling a vacancy on the Kansas City Court 
of Appeals, Gov. Donnell was obliged to appoint 
one of the three nominees recommended to him 
by the State Appellate Judicial Commission, as 
provided by the non-partisan court amendment 
to the State Constitution. 

Two Democrats and one Republican, all com- 
petent men, were nominated by the commission. 
The Governor's choice became a matter of intense 
interest for several reasons: (1) Opponents of 
the court plan have argued that it plays into 
the hands of the party in power in the State; 
(2) the Constitutional Convention is closely di- 
vided on the question of preserving the court 
plan and is on the point of deciding its course; 
(3) this is a campaign year; (4) the Governor is 
a candidate for the Republican nomination for 
United States Senator, against substantial op- 
position. 

It had been said that under these circumstances 
the Governor could best serve the cause of the 
court plan by appointing a Democrat, thereby 
disproving the contention that the system still 
harbors politics as a menace to the judiciary. 

For the Governor to have appointed a Demo- 
crat on this basis alone would have been un- 
questionably to violate the spirit of the court 
plan. It would have meant an appointment for 
political reasons, Mr. Donnell’s duty was to 
weigh the qualifications of the three nominees 
and name the one who in his judgment would 
best serve the people. It cannot be said that 
he failed in this duty. 

Because the political factor is so much in the 
forefront this year, it is being pointed out that 
all five of the judicial appointments the Govern- 
or has had to make under the court plan have 
gone to Republicans. Yet, if he had not named 
Republicans, the bench in all instances would 
have remained one-sidedly Democratic. In every 
instance the Governor’s naming of a Republican 
has placed on the bench in question its only Re- 
publican member. In the case of the Kansas City 
Court of Appeals, two incumbent Judges are 
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Democrats; the Governor's appointee, Samuel A. 
Dew, becgmes the only Republican member. 
As the matter stands, the Governor's appoint- 
ments do not constitute a sound argument against 
the non-partisan court plan—a judicial system

What We Owe the Upper Valley 


The basic obstacle to development of the Mis- 
souri Valley was ably stated in the Post-Dispatch 
yesterday by E. G. Leipheimer, editor of the Mon- 
tana Standard of Butte. “We fear the Govern- 
ment bureaus,” he wrote in an appraisal doubly 
valuable for its candor. “They have all been 
here to investigate our water resources, but al- 
ways with a view to taking our water away for 
the use and needs of people elsewhere, far below.” 

The people of the Upper Missouri Valley do 
not trust the Government bureaus,:and—let us 
not delude ourselves—they do not trust us of the 
Lower Missouri Valley. If we are willing to face 
all the facts—which is the only way in which 
we shall ever get anywhere—we must admit that 
they have good and sufficient reasons for not 
trusting us. 

We of the Lower Missouri Valley have not been 
sympathetic to the needs of the Upper Valley 
states for irrigation. We have not bothered to 
inform ourselves about irrigation. We have stood 
by without protest when measures to develop the 
Missouri River for our benefit have proposed to 
penalizeethe irrigation of the Upper Valley. 

The first steps that will have to be taken be- 
fore the two great subdivisions of the Missouri 
Valley can learn to trust each other are up to 
us of the Lower Valley: 

First, we must repudiate, and demand correc- 
tion, of the inequity of that act of Congress which 
forbids use of any of the waters of Fort Peck 
Reservoir for irrigation. It is not enough to sug- 
gest, as the Army Engineers suggest, that when 
additional reservoirs are built on the Missouri 
the waters of Fort Peck may be used for irriga- 
tion. Why should Montana, Wyoming and the 
Dakotas have to trade with us for water that is 
rightfully theirs? Why should they have to wait 
on our pleasure for water that is rightfully theirs 
now? 

Second, we must repudiate, and demand with- 
drawal, of the efforts of the Army Engineers to 
set aside, by law, a specified amount of the water 
of the Missouri River for navigation—to take it 
away, by arbitrary act, from irrigation. Such 
flagrant disregard of the other fellow can only” 
provoke in him a similarly flagrant disregard for 
our rights. We need, on both sides, to repudiate 
the method of grabbing water by congressional 
second-story work. 

When we of the Lower Valley have done these 
two things, we will have shown ourselves willing 
to be reasonable. We can then expect our neigh- 
bors of the Upper Valley to be reasonable toward 
us in response. Until we have performed these 
duties, it will be idle to talk of co-operation be- 
tween us, for we have first to justify the trust 


that makes co-operation possible. 
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FSA: One Year to Live? 

Agreement by House and Senate conferees on 
legislation to extend FSA for one year clears the 
way for appropriations which will give this agency 
the funds on which to operate and $96,710,000 of 
loan money with which to continue its ald to 
small farmers. But the new lease on life for FSA 
is limited, and the limitation shows once more 
that Congress falls far short of appreciating 
FSA’sS value. 

FSA has attacked agricultural poverty by help- 
ing the little fellow to make his land more pro- 
ductive; for his welfare and for his country’s, In 
the process, it hag made some enemies, principal- 
ly big land-owners, whose displeasure is a war- 
rant of FSA's success. The narrow escapes which 
FSA has been having lately indicate that members 
of Congress who should be guided by FSA's 
achievements are allowing themselves instead to 


be led by its enemies. . -

Friendly Book on Rooseveit 
By a Briton Is Too Sketchy 


“Mr. Roosevelt,” by Compton Mackensie. 

Dutton & Co., New York.) 

Several million young Americans have 
now had an opportunity to vote for Mr. 
Roosevelt one or two or even three times. 
Many of them have done so—and, no doubt, 
without knowing much about Mr. Roose 
velt’s personal antecedents or about his 
political career before he became President. 
Some such book as Mr. Mackenzie’s would 
be of value to these young voters, but 
this book, informative as it is, falls far 
short of good biographical standards. 

The volume suffers from indeterminate 
ness of purpose, faulty emphasis and down- 
right sketchiness. The author devotes only 
about 60 of hig 238 pages to the years since 
1933. Asserting that he intends to consider 
Mr. Roosevelt as a world figure, he goes 
into detail on such matters as New York 
politics. Mr. Mackenzie is a brave English- 
man to venture into that melee! Yet he 
might have done a better job if he had 
been able to do more reading.

Probably no 
really satisfactory study of the Rooseveita 
will be forthcoming until Prof, Dixen Wee- 
ter of the University of California at Los 
Angeles completes his monumental study, 
which he has undertaken as a Guggenheim 
fellow, Mr. Mackenzie's book, he indicates 
in the preface, was written primarily for 
British readers. 

Even President Roosevelt's admirers—of 
whom this reviewer is one—may find Mr. 
Mackenzie's tone of adulation somewhat ex- 
treme. But even the President's political 
enemies will not fail to recognize the fact 
that it shows an honest admiration, prob- 
ably quite characteristic of many people 
abroad.

There are 24 plates 
in full color and 76 black-and-white illus- 
trations.

To Enlighten the Public. 


One of the big: problems of our 


time, it seems to me, is to make 


people understand such things. 
The other day, I saw a survey by 
one of the public opinion polls 
showing, by percentages, woeful 
ignorance on major public ques- 
tions. Only 37 per cent of all 
adults, for example, know that we 
are getting reverse lend-lease from 


Britain. Sixty per cent had never | 


heard or read about the Atlantic 
Charter. 

It reminded me of a speech made 
at a recent ILO conference in 
Philadelphia by John Grierson, 
Canada’s government film com- 
missioner. Grierson was talking 
about this very difficulty of re- 
lating the big issues of our day 
to the personal problems of the 
average citizen. Up in Canada, 
Grierson is making a series of 
films on such things as housing, 
new methods of farming, and so 
on. These films have proved enor- 
mously popular. 

Our own Government tried 
something like this at the begin- 
ning of the New Deal. One or two 
pictures were remarkably effec- 


tive. But why should it be left to | 


the Government, with the almost 
inevitable controversies that grow 
out of Government action? 

Walt Disney has shown his 
ability to take a set of facts and 
put them in a language so Clear 


story dramatic as “Snow 
| White.” 

| Support for TVA, in the present 
‘fight, from almost every section 
of the press indicates that the 
TVA approach is now more or 
less out of the field of partisan 
politics. The St. Louis Post- 
Dispatch is leading a drive for 
adaptation of TVA principles to 
the needs of the Missouri Valley. 
The drive is gaining wide support 
out there, and consequently is at- 
tracting notice here in Washing- 
ton. 

It’s a recognition that, in the 
age of power, collective action is 
necessary to save the good earth. 
Such action doesn’t need to be 
|\Communist or Fascist. The pioneer 
| roots of this country go back to 
'the democracy of husking bees 
and barn-raisings. 

As it has worked out, the TVA 
pattern would seem to be the most 
effective one for developing and 
‘preserving all the natural re- 
sources of a river system, Under 
TVA, all elements—water, land,

TRUMAN SPEAKS HERE 
UNG. L RIGHTS BILL’ 


Tells Veterans” Represent- 
atives It Insures Men ‘Right 
to Make Own Way.’ 


The “G. I. Bill of Rights” now 
before Congress insures the vet- 
erans’ “right to make their own 
way,” Senator Harry S. Truman 
of Missouri told an audience at 
the opening session of the tenth 
annual conference of veterans’ 
employment representatives today 
at Hotel Coronado. 

He asserted that American serv- 
icemen “do not want and will 
not take a dole,” but must be 
“given the opportunity to realize 
that which they are now fighting 
for.” Government and private in- 
dustry together, he said, by pool- 
ing the country’s resources, can 
make it possible for every man 
and woman in the service to re- 
turn to a job. 

Truman argued for the neces- 
sity of placing full responsibility 
for the administration of vet- 
erans’ affairs with a single na- 
tional administrator, as provided 
in the pending bill. He warned of 
the danger of “tremendous con- 
fusion” if responsibility were dis- 
tributed, 

“If a program of this magni- 
tude was turned over to the 
States, possessions and territories 
for an administration,” he con- 
tended, “there would be many 
agencies, many jurisdictions and 
many conflicts in execution. By 
such a foolhardy mismanagement 
veterans would suffer and _ re- 
sponsibility would be difficult to 
fix.” 

Reviewing the proposed  vet- 
erans’ legislation, Truman pointed 
out that it provides for: Educa- 
tion or training of returning serv- 
ice men; loans for acquiring 
homes and businesses; employ- 
ment service, giving veterans a 
preference, _and unemployment 
compensation. 

Veterans’ employment represen- 
tatives of the War Manpower 
Commission from all states are 
attending the convention, which 
will continue through Thursday. 
Topics scheduled for discussion 
included the Selective Service re- 
employment program, Federal em- 
ployment for veterans, employ- 
ment programs of veterans’ or- 
ganizations, the Army’s separa- 
tion program, industry plans for 
the veteran, services for the han- 
dicapped veteran, co-operation 
with the Red Cross and the 
Navy’s civil readjustment pro- 
gram. 

A statistical background for the 
convention was provided in a pro- 
gram report by the Veterans’ Em- 
ployment Service showing 657,040 
placements of veterans through-

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10.6. UPHELD OVER OPA 
BY SUPREME COURT 


Ruling Gives Commission 
Right to Permit Increase 
In Rail Fares. 


WASHINGTON, May 29 (AP).— 
The Supreme Court set aside today 
a New Jersey United States Dis- 
trict Court order which prohibited 
the Hudson & Manhattan Railroad 
Co. from increasing its fares as 
authorized by the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission, 

Justice Jackson delivered the 
Court’s 6-to-2 opinion. Justice 
Douglas wrote a dissenting opin- 
ion in which Justice Murphy con- 
curred. Justice Black, who was 
not present at today’s session, took 
no part in the case. 

The District Court order was 
requested by the City of Jersey 
City and the Office of Price Ad- 
ministration. The city, which 
long has opposed fare increases 
proposed by the railroad, argued 
that the company did not need 
the additional revenue. OPA stat- 
ed increased fares would mean 
higher living costs, in violation of 
the emergency Price Control Act. 
I. C. C. and the railroad appealed 
to the Supreme Court against the 
District Court order. 

Origin of Case. 

The case had its origin in I. C. 
C. action last June which author- 
ized Hudson & Manhattan, on its 
downtown line between Jersey 
City and New York City, to charge 
11 tokens for $1 or a cash fare 
of 10 cents, provided that the 
company charge the same fares on 
its uptown line in New York City. 

The court majority said “we 
think the weight to be given to the 
Price Administrator's contention 
was for the commission, not the 
court, to determine. The scope of 
proper judicial review does not ex- 
pand or contract, depending on 
what party invokes it.... 

“If Congress desires to grant its 
own agencies greater privileges of 
judicial review than have been al- 
‘lowed to private parties, it is at 
liberty to do so, but it is not for 
the court to set aside, without 
legislative command, its § slow- 
| wrought general principles which 
|protect the finality and integrity 
of decisions by administrative tri- 
bunals.” 

The court held a fair hearing 
was not denied the OPA admin- 
istrator and said the I. C. C. did 
not misapprehend the Emergency 
iy Control Act. 


Among today’s actions, the court 
ruled in a 4-to-3 decision by Jus- 
tice Frankfurter that a person’s 
constitutional 
incrimination is not violated by 
admission in a Federal Court trial 
of testimony given by the defen- 
dant under compulsion in a state 


Rutledge dissented and Juatices 
Murphy and Jackson took no part 
in the case which involved a mall 
fraud conviction against Samuel 
Feldman, New York City. 

Court to Meet Next Monday. 

The court decided seven of 14 
pending cases today and then an- 
nounced it would meet again next 
Monday before adjourning for the 
summer. The tribunal earlier had 
made known it hoped to adjourn 
today. 

Today’s announcement said the 
court would adjourn next Monday 
until the new term in October, un- 
less otherwise ordered.

One of our leading 
Chicago newspaper men is a dominant force in this society, 
for it contains many professional men and women, as well 
as laymen. That same afternoon two men walked into Henry's 
office and introduced themselves. One was a doctor and the 
other a lawyer. They belonged to “Alcoholics Anonymous.” 
They bundled Henry into their auto and headed for Oak Park, 
a suburb of Chicago, where their weekly meeting was to be 
held that very night. Henry had called his wife just before 
he left the office, but she upbraided him for not coming home, 
alleging that he was simply going on another spree. So he 
took some pamphlets home with him as evidence, and is now 
headed back to normalcy and freedom from the drink habit. 
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“ALCOHOLICS ANONYMOUS” employs several sound psy- 
chologica] principles in curing chronic drunkards. First, it gets 
them to confess that they are helpless victims of alcohol. As 
long as a man tries to kid himself along by saying he can 
always quit liquor, as well as tobacco, whenever he wants to 
do so, he will rarely be able to break the dominance of such 
bad habits. But as soon as he openly admits that he is a slave 
to these chemical agents, there is hope of helping him. He is 
then told that chronic alcoholism is a disease. Moreover, he 
associates with others who have previously sunk to depths of 
-degradation and poverty because of liquor. They match his 
story with their own autobiographies, for they have “testi- 
monial” and “confessional” periods at every meeting. He feels 
better to know, therefore, that he is in a crowd like himself 
who also have been victims of this alcoholic disease,

THEN HE BECOMES the protege of one of the cured 
members. The latter is responsible for his welfare. If he be- 
gins to backslide, his sponsor is right on the job and may call 
in other members to help buoy up the weakening morale of the 
new member. They keep telling him that they also did some 
backaliding, but not to worry, for he'll be cured, This is excel- 
lent positive suggestion and restimulates him to renewed cour- 
age. As such, it is far superior to the criticism of the wife or 
family who tell him “I knew you couldn’t quit.” As soon as 
the victim is cured, then he is immediately made sponsor of 
some other newcomer to the organization. This responsibility 
for setting an example to his protege thus helps inspire the 
cured member and keep him on the right track. This technique 
-of open confession, plus a weekly testimonial meeting amid 
other sinners, plus the help of a dynamic sponsor, plus the later 
responsibility of having a protege, is good strategy for the 
churches, too.

Snakes, Wild Animals, Disease Beset 


By Charles J. Rolo 


INSTALLMENT NINE FROM 
THE BOOK 
“WINGATE’S RAIDERS.” 

ASUALTIES had so far been 

much lighter than Wingate 

had expected, and the Chindits, 
thanks to the grueling months of 
training, were standing up well to 
incredible hardships. Water was 
one of their greatest problems. It 
was the dry season and water was 
very scarce. What was worse, 
Wingate’s men had to avoid the 
obvious drinking places, since they 
were likely to be watch :d by the 
Japanese. Occasionally they ran 
out of sterilizing tablets, and after 
dark it was not only difficult to 
find water but harder still to know 
whether it was fit to drink. Here 
the mules were a great help; 
mules are very fussy about their 
water. The presence of fish in 
running water was also a sign 
that it was not polluted. When- 
ever the Chindits did bivouac by 
a stream or hit water by digging, 
they filled their pint-sized water 
bottles, moistening the felt cover- 
ing to keep the water cool. This 
much kept them going in comfort 
for six hours—they were march- 
ing constantly in temperatures of 
over 90 degrees—and could, with 
great care, be made to last a day. 
Often they would dig for water in 
a dozen places without success, 
and away from the beaten tracks 
streams were rarer than oases in 
the desert. Time and again the 
Chindits went for days with only 
a few mouthfuls of liquid drained 
out of the stems of hollow bam- 
boos; it was dark and sweetish 
but not unhealthy. Sometimes 
they sucked the moisture out of 
the fleshy roots of jungle shrubs 
or drained the sap from thick 
creepers. On several occasions, to 
make tea they scooped up hand- 
fuls of mud out of evil-smelling 
buffalo wallows and squeezed the 
water into a mess tin, Before set- 
ting out they had been inoculated 
against typhus, typhoid and 
cholera, and the sterilizing tablets 
saved them from dysentery on the 
journey in. But on the homeward 
march some parties ran out of 
tablets ‘and dysentery . caused 
heavy casualties. 
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ILD animals were another 
W source of worry. Most alarm- 

ing was the trumpeting of ele- 
phants which meant either that 
the Chindits were close to a large 
enemy force, for the Japanese use 
elephants as pack animals, or that 
a herd of wild elephants, which 
might run amok and stampede the 
mules, was in the vicinity. In 
bivouac some of the columns kept 
piles of dry tinder ready, and 
when wild elephants came too 
close for comfort they scared 
them off by lighting fires. Win- 
gate’s men never ran into any 
panthers or tigers but often 
spotted their spoor marks. 

On the whole snakes did not 
give them much _ trouble—they 
usually glided away into the un- 
dergrowth—but a few men had 
some close shaves with king 
cobras. The king cobra is an ex- 
tremely dangerous customer, with 
a very poisonous bite. He runs as 
long as 15 feet and will suddenly 
rear up off the ground Ao one- 
third of his length, swaying from 
side to side poised to strike. Three 
or four of Wingate’s men owe 
their lives to a lightning jump 
or a quick trigger finger. At 
the start of the campaign a num- 
ber of mer got bitten by scorpions 
when they moved stones to clear 
a place to sleep, but they learned 
to be more careful. A scorpion 
bite made the victim very sick 
for a day, but doctors ‘were on 
hand to give quick treatment and 
there were no deaths. 

Food was the Chindits’ only rec- 
reation. They ate their rice in ev- 
ery possible way mixed with 
dates, with raisins, with chocolate, 
and with cheese, They would even 
burn it a little to change ita fla- 
vor. The southern force waa for- 
tunate in having with it two firat- 
class Madrasi cooks, the two Marie 
brothers. They had both lived in 
Burma, spoke good English, and 
could interpret Burmese, Gurkhali, 
Madrasi, Tamil and Hindustani. 


Times of action told most heav- 
ily on the Chindits’ rations. When- 
ever a battle started, the men 
would think to themselves: “I'd 
hate to die with food in my pouch, 
If I don’t stop one, I won’t mind 
feeling hungry.” At the first lull 
they would run riot on their ra- 
tions. Then when the fighting was 


over, they would have to march 
on an empty belly until the next 
supply dropping. 

The Chindits did not 
much time for talking, and 
a good deal of the time 
they could not speak above a 
whisper. As the strain increased 
most of them had to fight down 
an hysterical desire to sing and 
shout at the top of their voices, 
What conversation there was in- 
evitably centered on food. Their 
favorite topic was what they 
would eat and drink when they 
got back. One group formed a 
“bacon and eggs club,” pledged to 
live on nothing else for the rest 
of their lives. Most of the men 
developed cravings for very sim- 
ple things—bread and butter, jam, 
fresh milk, oranges, and all the 
cold water they could drink. The 
idea of water became a fixation. 
They would think longingly of the 
sound of it splashing into a bath 
tub, and taps with running water 
seemed a fabulous luxury. Several 
men planned, when they got leave, 
to hire a hotel room in Calcutta, 
turn the taps on, and listen to the 
water running in and out of the 
bath tub all day long. 
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had a gastronomic twist. Half 

a dozen jokes became fa- 
vorites among the men, Although 
they were repeated again and 
again during the campaign, they 
never failed to produce a laugh. 
Some of them sounded rather silly 
after it was all over, but in the 
jungle they seemed uproariously 
funny and eased the constant ten- 
sion, A group of British privates, 
feeling low and dispirited after 
marching for days on nothing but 
rice, were sitting around a camp- 
fire cooking super. One of then 
was listlessly humming a popular 
English song, “It’s Turned Out 
Nice Again,” when some wit lifted 
the lid of hig mess tin and chanted 
gaily: “It’s turned out rice again.” 
The joke caught on and became 
a stand-by whenever the men felt 
tired or downhearted. 

The funny man of the expedi- 
tion was Sgt. Carey, a first-class 
soldier who had served in China 
and in the Burma “bush warfare” 
school, and had performed rear- 
guard demolitions with Michael 
Calvert in the 1942 campaign. He 
was a lumbering great fellow, a 
former heavyweight boxing cham- 
pion, and carried a Tommy gun 
with such unconscious ease that 
it seemed to have grown onto him. 
When his column was particularly 
hungry Carey would crumble a 
digestive biscuit on a teak leaf, 
drape a dirty towel over his left 
arm, and walk around murmuring 
in his best French accent: “Will 
Monsieur ‘ave some pate de foie 
gras? 

Dorothy Lamour, too, did her 
bit to keep up the Chindits’ 
morale. The picture “Moon Over 
Burma” had reached movie thea- 
ters in India the year before, and 
nearly all of the men had seen it. 
Scouts were always meeting Doro- 
thy in the jungle and had a fine 
time spinning gaudy yarns about 
love with Lamour in the moon, 
light. One night, one of these en- 
counters was being described to an 
appreciative audience when a 
piping voice cooed from the 
bushes: “I'm Dorothy Lamour. 
Anyone want me?” and an ex- 
cessively hairy private sidied

coyly up to the campfire 
with a filthy towel draped, sarong- 
fashion, around his middle. 

These jokes may have been 
feeble but they were lifesavers at 
the time. It was as well Win- 
gate’s men hung onto their sense 
of humor, for moments of Ijght 
relief were few in the hot, under- 
watered, over-Japped jungles of 
Northern Burma,

OOD newa from the other bat- 
(F tetronts helped to keep up 

morale during the inward 
march. Whenever possible, the 
wireless operator in each column 
listened on headphones to London 
broadcasta relayed from New 
Delh.i He scribbled the news down 
on a piece of paper, which was 
then passed aroung among the 
men, There were few days when 
the Chindits, deep in the Burma 
jungle, were not abreast of the 
latest news from every theater of 
war. 

Worse than the physical hard- 
ships of the campaign was the 
constant nerve strain of operating 
in the heart of Jap-held territory, 
heavily outnumbered, with a re- 
vengeful enemy all around them. 

“Sounds in the jungle,” one of- 
ficer afterwards related, “made

some of the men very jumpy. The 
cough of the barking deer resem- 
bled the bark of the scouting dogs 
occasionally used by Japanese pa- 
trols. Bird calls might have been 
enemy signals; our own patrols 
used them to keep in touch with 
the column. At night, the sound 
made by large brittle teak leaves 
brushing one branch after another 
as they floated to the ground was 
very like footsteps in the jungle. 
It was often hard for a sentry to 
decide whether or not to’give an 
alarm, and eventually we had to 
double sentries to lessen’ the 
strain. 

“We just didn’t admit to our- 
selves the possibility of not get- 
ting out alive. That much was 
fairly easy. The hardest thing 
was to fight down the fear of 
being captured. There was a 
great deal the Japs wanted to find 
out about the expedition, and we 
couldn't afford to think of what 
they might do.to prisoners. We 
did have one sample. Late in the 
campaign, on entering a village, 
we found one of our officers 
dressed in Japanese clothes 
propped up against the wall of a 
hut. His head was shaven, his 
hands and feet were tied, and his 
entrails were hanging out of a 
ghastly wound in his belly. When 
he saw us, he said quietly: ‘For 
Christ's sake, shoot me.’ Thank 
God we had plenty of morphia.” 

When the campaign was over 
and the first batch of sick and 
wounded were on the way to hos- 
pital at Imphal, a reporter asked 
one British corporal what he 
thought of the jungle. “It wags 
bitter cruel,” the man answered. 
An officer beside him added: “Out 
there we all of us came very close 
to God.”

This was a rather severe defeat 
in itself, but North-South’s loss 
was augmented by the 500 points 
they shold have collected against 
the doubled three spade contract. 
The total of 1600 points was the 
price South made his side pay for 
his lack of faith in North’s judg- 
ment. Obviously, South was so 
impressed by the opponents’ bid- 
ding--notably by East's overen- 
thusiastic double raise—that he 
thought his partner “might have 
stepped into a trap” and he took 
it upon himself to correct the part- 
ner'a supposed error, 

Needléss to say, North was en- 
tirely blameless. He had correct- 
ly surmised, from the moment he 
heard the opening spade bid, that 
his own side could not “go any- 
where,” and he therefore had re- 
rmiained discreetly silent until the 
opponents had neatly hanged 
themselves. How could he foresee 
that his own partner would take 
the rope from around their necks?

PRINTED form in my book has prompted one of my

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IN ANSWER TO this, in New York State I know (and I 
have been told this is true in all of the States but I cannot 
affirm this as a fact) there is no legal provision made to pre- 
vent a person taking any name he (or she) pleases, as long 
as—and this is the important part- he is ready to give proof 
at any time, that the name wag not taken with intent to de- 
fraud. As explained to me. it is the safest plan to change a 
mame through the court so that all legal angles may be dis- 
posed of first-in order to make the procedure inviolate against 
any possible counter-claims later on. In this case the form of 
announcement suggested in my book would be correct.

Reduction in 

Deaths From 
Appendicitis 
Logan as M.D. 


T WOULD gladden the hea: of 

my old surgical chief, Dr. A. J. 

Ochsner, to hear about the de- 
crease in the death rate from 
acute appendicitis. 

Acute appendicitis has always 
been one of the great killers. And 
Dr. Ochsner used to preach and 
cry in the wilderness that the 
cause of the bad results was not 
so much the disease itself but the 
ignorance and carelessness and 
the bad management of doctors 
and surgeons and nurses and the 
patients themselves. The patients 
themselves had no right to be ex- 
pected to know better, but in 
those days when there was no war 
nearly everybody who had appen- 
dicitis could get a doctor and so it 
was mostly the doctor’s fault. 

The two things that Dr. Ochs- 
ner harped on were, first, never 
give a patierit with acute appendi- 
citis a cathartic or anything by 
mouth, and, second, there is an 
early stage when it is safe to 
operate for acute appendicitis and 
then there supervenes a_ stage 
when it is very dangerous to op- 
erate, but if the patient is carried 
through that stage by proper 
treatment it is again safe to oper- 


ate. 
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I CAN TESTIFY that while the 
general mortality in Chicago at 
that time from acute appendicitis 
was over 10 per cent of cases, Dr. 
Ochsner’s own mortality follow- 
ing the use of his methods was 
less than one per cent. His meth- 
ods of treatment when he saw the 
patient in the stage too dangerous 
to operate were very simple—keep 
the patient at rest, with an ice- 
bag on the abdomen, use mor- 
phine and give nothing whatever 
by mouth except occasionally a 
teaspoonful of warm water, until 
the temperature and pulse had 
been normal for four days. 

The recent decline in the appen- 
dicitis death rate has been spec- 
tacular, as pointed out by the 
Statistical Bulletin of the Metro- 
politan Life Insurance Company. 
During the last four years the 
death rate has been cut in half 
among the company’s industrial 
policy holders, on top of a reduc- 
tion of nearly 30 per cent in the 
preceding decade. Washington, 
the nation’s capital, between the 
years 1930 and 1940 showed a 
decline of 77 per cent. 


The two factors ascribed as the: 


cause of this improvement are the 
education of the doctors and the 
public about the dangers of the 
use of laxatives and cathartics, 
and the use of the sulfa drugs in 
the surgical treatment of cases 
of suppurative appendicitis. Rup- 
ture of the appendix accounts for 
four-fifths of the deaths from ap- 
pendicitis and the cause of rupture 
is usually the use of laxatives in 
the presence of an early stage in 
an attack of appendicitis, 
RR 


THE AVERAGE person will say 
—‘Well, how am I to know wheth- 
er I have appendicitis, so that I 
will refrain from taking a laxa- 
tive? I am not a diagnostician,” 

The answer is very simple— 
never take a laxative for an acute 
bellyache. An acute pain in the 
abdomen, coming out of a clear sky 
in a person in previous good 
health, or what is called an acute 
attack of indigestion with nausea, 
vomiting, pain or discomfort that 
starts in the pit of the stomach 
and gradually moves downward, 
especially if there is a fever and 
tenderness is nearly always ap- 
pendicitis. The only other alter- 
natives are a gallstone attack or 
something indigestible you ate, 
and a cathartic will not do the 
first any good, and Nature will 
eventually cure the second by diar- 
rhoea. So the rule never give a 
laxative in the face of an acute 
bellyache, holds. This is espe- 
cially true of babies and young 
people, From 1929 to 1931 the 
death rate per 100,000 for appen- 
dicitis was 12 in those from one to 
four years of age, and 15 for those 
from ten to twenty-five of age. 
Appendicitis is predominantly a 
disease of young people.

If you, like Mr. Smith, are look- 
ing for a small house or apart- 
ment these days, you'll find St. 
Louis rather meager hunting. De- 
termination and perseverance may 
do it, plus strong feet, good legs 
and bulldog tenacity. It’s being 
done all the time, but it’s not easy, 
say the house-hunters. 


The favored method is to scan 
the Sunday classified ads as soon 
as they appear on the street Sat- 
urday night; race to the nearest 
telephone to verify the qualifica- 
tions of the place which sounds 
most desirable, and then run right 
out with the first month’s rent as 
ah inducement to the landlord. If 
you get there before the other 
hundred-odd applicants for the 
same little home, you may be re- 
warded for your exertion. Don't 
get your hopes up, for, chances 
are, someone has got there before 
you. 

In Mr. Smith’s case, he has been 
all through the usual methods 
without success, he says. “Noth- 
ing available at present,” is the 
answer he’s been getting from the 
agencies. Of course, there were 
some places offered, as he says, 
“in the sticks,” but he wants Uni- 


versity City. So he got the idea 
that someone about to move any- 
way, might hurry it up for $50. 
Some of the others seeking homes 
in the ads offered $25 and $10. 
But thus far, no one has come for- 
ward to claim Mr: Smith's folding 
money. ' 
St. Louisans, we are told, may 
console themselves that it isn’t 
as bad here as in Washington, 
Baltimore, Seattle or Detroit. A 
recent real estate market survey 
on 376 of the nation’s largest cities 
shows that 88% report a shortage 
of apartments, and 92%, a short- 
age of single family dwellings.

than they look. If you draw a pay- 
check from a firm in the St. 
Louis area, and your wife and 
kids need a tidy roof over their 
respective heads, that’s not much 
consolation.

hours there. 

The National Foundation for In- 
fantile Paralysis has just begun 
to consider a permanent woman's 
division, because the members 
find that there is a need for vol- 
unteers to work with the county 
chapters all through the year, This 
in especially important in aummer, 
when there may be infantile pa- 
ralysis epidemics. I think this 
will add enormvusly to the inter- 
est that people have in the foun- 
dation’s work, because it will 
mean that in working with their 
local chapters, they will actually 
come in contact with the cases 
benefiting from the funds which 
are raised in the drive every year.

turnover in renters is so rapid that 
the shortage is not acute. “The 
trouble is that most people are in 
such a hurry. They want to move 
immediately. If people would just 
give us a little time, we could gen- 
erally take care of them.” 

“We're not against children, 
either. But we are against those 
careless, irresponsible parents who 
do not teach their children any 
respect for property.” 

Even the agents who sell houses 
are. affected by the small house 
and apartment shortage. Mary 
Potter Love, who directs an 
agency of the same name, says, 
“It is not unusual these days to 
lose a sale because the owner of 
the listed house cannot find an 
apartment to move to. I know of 
one man who sold his home, found 


nee 


an apartment he didn’t like, but 
took it with the hope that it would 
be an inducement to the owner 
of a smaller house which he hopes 
to buy.” 
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Don’t imagine, however, that 
the shortage of housing has put 
the landlords in the catbird seat. 
The rental ceiling prevents them 
from raising the rent, and al- 
though they don’t have to worry 
about keeping their buildings 
filled, there’s the shortage of jan- 
itors and maintenance men _. to 
struggle with. And because the 
families of members of the 
armed forces are protected by a 
termination clause in all leases, 
there is a constant turn-over in 
the apartments rented to them. 
Although modifications of rent 
control have been discussed vigor- 
ously in Washington, with some 
members of the House and Senate 
ready to modify the present law, 
there is still no indication that it 
will be relaxed. One of its most 


determined defenders is Under 
Secretary of War Robert H. Pat- 
terson, who recently warned 
against what he called “danger- 
ous amendments,” and changes in 
rent control which he _ thought 
would be “extremely damaging.” 

More and more people are decid- 
ing that maybe a basement apart- 
ment won't be too damp, or that 
the third floor attic converted into 
light housekeeping rooms may not 
be too hot during the summer. 
Many a renter, who has argued 
that it ig bad business to own 
your own home previously, is pur- 
chasing his little fireside now. 
This in spite of a rising real es- 
tate market.

F WE conserve and serve all

any need of spending money on 
vitamin pills or capsules.

Use the vegetables very soon after 
buying or gathering from. the gar- 
den; don’t soak them in water; 
don’t peel or cut until ready to 
use; use as little water in cook- 
ing as possible; add salt at the 
start of cooking: stir as little as 
possible while cooking; cook until 
just tender, no longer: use any 
remaining cooking water in soups, 
sauces or gravies.

Grapefruit juice, one-half of 446 
ounce tin; scrambled eggs, six 
eggs; toast, eight slices. 


Luncheon. 

Buttered asparagus, two pounds: 
bacon and tomato sandwiches, 
one-half pound bacon, eight slices 
bread, two tomatoes; prune and 
cottage cheese salad, one-third 
pound prunes, stewed: one-half 
pound cottage cheese, lettuce and 
mayonnaise. 

Dinner. 

Stewed lamb hearts, three or 
four lamb hearts. Wash hearts 
thoroughly in warm water. Split 
and remove veins and arteries. Cut 
in small dice. Cover with boiling 
water. Add two tablespoons 
minced onion, one-quarter cup 
finely chopped celery leaves, two 
carrots, diced; one teaspoon salt. 
Simmer gently for two hours. Add 
more water as needed. When meat 
is tender add salt and pepper to 
taste. Make a smooth paste of two 
tablespoons flour and one-quarter 
cup cold water and add. Boil for 
five minutes, stirring to keep 
smooth, Add vegetable coloring to 
give desired brown color. 

Mashed potatoes, three pounds. 
Buttered green beans, one pound: 
leaf lettuce salad, crisp leaf let- 
tuce shredded fine; toss lightly 
with garlic French dressing: 
clover leaf rolls, eight bought, re- 
heated; tropical pudding, one tin 
evaporated milk, Drain one No. 1 
tin canned figa, saving juice. Dice 
figs (about one cup). Dissolve one 
package lemon-flavored gelatine 
in one and one-half cups hot wat- 
ter; add juice drained from figs. 
Set aside to cool. Add diced figs 
and one-half cup chopped dates. 
Chill one-third cup evaporated 
milk, add three tablespoons lemon 
juice and whip. Fold it into first 
mixture. Chill and serve with top 
milk. 

Butter or fortified margarine 
used on all breads. 

Include in today’s menus, milk 
to drink: seven cups for chidlren, 
three cups for adults.
